Jude expressed 
this present compassion: Jude 1:22-23 And of some have 
compassion, making a difference: And others save with fear, 
pulling them out of the fire; hating even the garment spotted by 
the flesh. 


1) ...into the kingdom, and then the ring of the gospel is clearly 
heard, No your going the wrong way! It's not how high you can 
get, it is how low you can get. 


2) ...this is the description of the broken sinner coming to Jesus. 
Humbled by the weight of sin, obedient to the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 


3) ...come to Jesus with the eye of suspicion. 
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1) Psalms 40:2 He brought me up also out of an horrible pit, out of 
the miry clay, and set my feet upon a rock, and established my 
goings. 

2) ....With tender hand, He lifted me, From shades of night to 
planes of light, praise His name, He lifted me! 

3) Ephesians 2:6 And hath raised us up together, and made us sit 
together in heavenly places in Christ Jesus 


4) Isaiah 40:11 He shall feed his flock like a shepherd: he shall 
gather the lambs with his arm, and carry them in his bosom, and 
shall gently lead those that are with young. 


5) Ephesians 1:3 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who hath blessed us with all spiritual blessings in 
heavenly places in Christ: What are they? He chose us, forgave 
us, adopted us, accepted us, redeemed us, purposed us, saved 
us enlightened us, purchased us... the list goes on and on...
